1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 2 July 
2007 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

2. This action is responsive to the amendment filed on 2 July 2007. Claim 20 has 
been amended. New claims 31-33 have been added. Claims 1-19 have been 
previously withdrawn from consideration. Claims 1-33 are pending in the application.

3. Applicant's arguments, see pages 7 and 8, filed 2 July 2007, with respect to 
claims 20-33 have been fully considered and are persuasive.

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sides of the first planar layer and plural optical paths being formed on two sides of the 
second planar layer.
